Editorials 





In tracing the pedi- 
Blood Will grees of some of the 
Tell. descendants of the 

famous old cow that 
forms the subject of the Prescott ar- 
ticle in this number of the World, we 
became somewhat curious to know 
how much of the blood of Pietertje 
2d these later generations among her 
descendants might actually carry. 
We selected two examples and com- 
puted the percentages and we give 
the results that we obtained. 

We selected the two animals, Se- 
gis Walker Pietertje and Mary Wal- 
ker Pietertje, both descendants of 
Pietertje 2d, both great producers, 
both with great records and_ both 
owned by A. A. Hartshorn, Hamilton, 
N. Y. Her direct line of descent 
from Pietertje 2d is as follows, each 
generation having its percentage of 
Pietertje blood indicated: Milla, 50%; 
Milla’s Pietertje Netherland, 25%; 
Inka Netherland Pietertje, 1214%; 
Inka Pledge, 64%; Inka Princess 
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Pletertje Pledge, 38%%; Lebanon 
Pietertje Prince, 1 9-16%; Beauty Pie-- 
tertje, 25-32%; Lillian Walker Pie- 
tertje, 25-64%; Ruby Walker Pietertje, 
25-128%; Segis Walker  Pietertje, 
25-256%, or a trifle less than one 
‘tenth of one per cent. As the chemist 
would say “here is a trace.” 

Mary Walker Pietertje 77790 was 
selected because she traces five times 
to Pietertje 2d, and from both sides 
of her pedigree. Mary Walker Pie- 
tertje is a daughter of Admiral Wal- 
ker Pietertje and Buttercup  Cloth- 
ilde Pietertje. Admiral Walker Pie- 
tertje is a son of Mary R. Pietertje, 
a daughter of Golden Boy Pietertje 
and Rosa Pietertje. Golden Boy Pie- 
tertje is a great grandson of Milla’s 
Pietertje Netherland, who ‘was .a 
grandson of Pietertje 2d. Rosa Pie- 
tertje is a daughter of Pietertje Har- 
tog, a son of Milla’s Pietertje Neth- 
erland. Buttercup Clothilde Pietertje 
was a daughter of Daisy Pietertje 
Hartog, who in turn was a daughter 
of Prince Kuperus Pietertje Hartog 
and Kate Pietertje H. Prince Kuepr- 
us Pietertje Hartog, was a son of 
Golden Gem Pietertje (a son of Mil- 
la’s Pietertje Netherland), and Lena 
Pietertje R., who was a daughter of 
Pietertje Hartog, the above mention- 
ed son of Milla’s Pietertje Nether- 
land. Kate Pietertje H. was also a 
daughter of Pietertje Hartog. Thus 
it will be seen that Mary Walked Pie- 
tertje has been specially favored in 
her inheritance of Pietertje blood. 
Let us see if we can determine her 
exact endowment. 


We will first take the male side of 
the pedigree. Golden Boy Pietertje 
being a great grandson of Milla’s 
Pietertje Netherland would be five 
generations removed from  Pietertje 
2d, and thus would carry 3 1-8% of 
her blood. Rosa Pietertje, being a 
granddaughter of Milla’s Pietertje 
Netherland would be four generations 
removed from Pietertje 2d, and, there- 
fore, carry 6 1-4% of the blood of 
Pietertje 2d. Thus Mary R. Pietertje 
would have 4 11-16% of  Pietertje 
blood and Admiral Walker Pietertje, 
2 11-32%. 

Taking up the female side we find 
that Golden Gem Pietertje is three 
generations removed from Pietertje 
2d, and carries 12 1-2% her blood, 
while Lena Pietertje R. is four gen- 
erations removed, and, therefore, car- 
ries 6 1-4% of her blood, so that 
their offspring, Prince Kuperus Pie- 
tertje Hartog would carry 9 3-8% 
Pietertje blood. .Kate Pietertje  H., 
being four generations removed 
would have 6 1-4%. Therefore, Daisy 
Pietertje Hartog, the daughter of 
Prince Kuperus Pietertje Hartog and 


Kate Pietertje H., would carry 7 13-16 
% Pietertje blood and Buttercup Clo- 
thilde Pietertje would carry 3 29-32%, 
It follows that Mary Walker Pietertje 
the daughter of Admiral Walker Pie- 
tertje and Butetrcup Clothilde Pie. 
tertje would carry 3 1-8% Pietertje 
2d ‘blood. 


The question arises regarding the 


possible influence this tincture of 
Pietertje blood may have exerted in 
making these present day descend- 
ents of Pietertje 2d the great  pro- 
ducers which they have proved to be. 
Of course there will be differences of 
opinion, but it is quite certain that 
in the human family characteristics 
cf remote progenitors are frequently 
reproduced, though the particular 
ancestral blood must be very dilute. 
In any event, a tincture of the blood 
of so great a cow as Pietertje 2d in 
one’s herd is to be highly prized, for 
“blood will tell.”

Dairy Farm Efficiency. 

Every pound of hay. and every 
poun dof grain which is fed to a cow 
which does not convert it into enough 
milk and butter to show a profit on 
the investment, is wasted and _in- 
volves the owner in the performance 
of a large amount of useless work. 
The great value of the work being 
accomplished by breeders of pure- 
blooded, efficient stock does not end 
with the placing of a single farm on 
a profitable basis. It’s chief value 
lies in the raising of the average of 
efficiency through making it possible 
for other farmers, with less produc- 
tive cows, to gradually build up the 
efficiency of their herd by heading 


them with pure-bred bulls. And here, 
as elsewhere, profits follow efficiency.

County, are as follows: The hay 
fork in Mr. Dollar’s barn had been 
acting badly and he determined to see 
what was the matter. He according- 





ly got into the fork and was elevat- 


ed to the peak of the barn. While at 
work the “deg” was in some way re- 
leased, allowing the fork to shoot 
toward the end of the barn with 
startling rapidity. Before the men on 
the floor could act properly, Mr. Dol- 
lar had been shot against the end of 
the barn. A beam struck him across 
the stomach and his head hit the 
boards above the beam and his limbs 
those below. The result was that 
the boards above and below’ were 
driven outward, the beam holding 
firmly. His face was badly cut and 
his limbs badly bruised. For some 
time it was feared that the violence 
with which he struck the beam had 
injured him internally, but it is  be- 
lieved that this was not the case, and 
that he will recover in time, although 
the accident was severe and he has 
since been suffering intensely.

whose cut is shown elsewhere in 
this number is described by Stevens 
Bros. Co., in the following language:

Pontiac Lass, 44.18 Ibs. butter in

The teat cup is designed in such a 
way as to permit free circulation of 
air, and there is always freedom for 
suction around the teat. The milk 
is conveyed from cow to separator 
quickly by automatic adjustment.

LICENSED COMMISSION MER- 
CHANTS IN THE STATE OF 
NEW YORK. 


Probably the most important bit of 
legislation enacted at the legislative 
session of 1913, so far as the farmer 
and fruit grower is concerned, was 
Chapter 457, “An act to amend the 
agricultural law, in relation to the 
sale of farm produce on commission,” 
commonly known as the Cole law. It 
took several years of earnest effort 
to cbtain the passage of this measure. 

This law, which went into effect 
August first, compels every person, 
firm, essceiation and ecreoration in 
this state receiving tarm produce for 
sale on commission to annually take 
out a license and give a bond in the 
sum of $3,000 to secure an honest ac- 
counting to the consignor of the
